A tea at the White House at which 
Litvinoff. was guest of honor, pre- 
ceded his talk with the president. Aft- 
er his second talk with Secretary Huil. 
a joint communique was issued, say- 
ing: 

“The secretary of state and Mr. 
Litvinoff continued their conversations 
this afternoon in the office of the sec- 
retary of state. The conversations 
will be resumed at 11 o'clock tomor- 
row morning in the office of the sec- 
retary of state.” 

In the discussions, numerous prob- 
lems came up for consideration.

REPEAL LEAD. INCREASES 
AS KENTUCKY COUNTS VOTE 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 8—(f# 
Repeal of the eighteenth amendment 
and approval of a state amendment 
authorizing the legislature to remove 
the state real estate tax continued to 
lead as returns from yesterday’s elec- 
tions in Kentucky came in tonight. 

As the tabulation proceeded into 
the night, the state counted its elec- 
tion day deaths from violence at 16. 
The vote count, started this morning, 
probably will not be completed before 
next week, as no tabulation can be 
done Saturday, Armistice Day, under 
a a from the state attorney-gen- 
eral.

“I guest, after all, I helped to se- 
lect the wrong man for president of 
the United States when I nominated 
Herbert Hoover.” 

His reference was to the republic- 
an national convention at Rekeos 
City, in 1928, where Vare declared 
Pennsylvania was for Hoover after 
other leaders had failed to commit 
themselves. Prohibition repeal, blue

from South Carolina’s referendum on 
repeal faded today as stragglirg re- 
ports from the hill coves and swamp 
“ia settlements boosted the dry 
éad. 

With 1,028 precincts of 1,220 re- 
ported, and 90 per cent or more of 
the vote cast by an apparently apathet- 
ie electorate listed, the count stood: 
For repeal, 33,317; against 36,576. 

From a majority of slightly less 
than 2,000, the dry lead crept upward 
as the additional returns came in to 
3,259. Most of the unreported pre- 
cincts were small boxes in isolated 
sections and it appeared unlikely their 
total vote would be a great deal larger 
than the prohibitionists’ majority. 

Repeal leaders, stuned by what they 
regardéd as an astonishing upset, were 
silent on the verdict. The only com- 
ment came from Remulus Reese, state 
manager for the Association Against 
the Eighteenth Amendment, who, in 
conceding defeat last night, blamed 
the overconfidence of the repeal forces 
for the prohibition victory. 

Dr. ©. E. Burts, secretary’ of the 
Federated Forces of Prohibition, said 
he was grateful for “an unequivocal 
protest against a eollossal evil about 
to be thrust upon the -nation.” 

When national prohibition is re- 
pealed, South Carolina will revert to 
its “quart-a-month” law which _ per- 
'mits importation of a quart of whisky 
a month for medicinal purposes by 
male residents over 21 years of age 
— by women who are heads of fam- 

es. 


DRYS IN NORTH CAROLINA 
JUBILANT OVER VICTORY 

RALEIGH, Nov. 8.—(4)—Jubilant 
over their smashing anti-repeal vic- 
tory, North Carolina drys today mov- 
ed to keep their organization intact 
and to carry on their prohibition fight 
which they hope ultimately will re- 
sult in repeal of the states 3.2 per 
cent beer and wine law. 

Dr. W. L. Poteat, of Wake Forest,

Meanwhile, the yote that recorded 
North Carolina as the first state 
against repeal of the 18th amendment 
was steadily mounting in favor of 
the drys who had a lead of approxi- 
mately 150,000 with most of the state 
heard from. 

With 1,488 of the state’s 1,831 pre- 
cincts reported, the vote was: For 
repeal, 100,668; against, 259,019. 

The mounting majority brought lit- 
tle comment from repealists. Robert 
Lassiter, of Charlotte, president of 
the United Council for Repeal, an- 
nounced the work of his organization 
came to an end with yesterday’s vote. 

“Our only purpose was to seek to 
have North Carolina line up with the 
states that have voted to amend the 
national prohibition act,” he said.

The third reich has divided its citi- 
zens into three categories: (1) Ary- 
ans, (2) semi-Aryans and (3) non- 
Aryans. Kach group has specific 
rights and prerogatives. Certain nazi 
leaders, notably Count zu Reyentlow, 
Herr Von Lersch and . Alfred 
Rosenberg, are not satisfied with this 
classification. They say that it does 
not answer the demands of reality. 
They demand that a new system be 
inaugurated, cousisting of six classes: 
(1) Christian-Aryams, (2) non-Chris- 
tian Aryans, (3) Christian semi- 
Aryans, (4) non-Christian semi-Ary- 
ans, (5) Christian non-Aryans and 
finally (6) non-Christian non-Aryans. 

By way of example we might say 
that a Lutheran pastor, say a native 
of Schleswig-Hoistein, is an Aryan- 
Christian. On the other hand, a 
Roman Catholic priest of Jewish 
birth (there happen to be a few thou- 
sand such in Germany, as there were 
in the Church of Jerusalem in the be- 
ginning of our era), such a priest is 
a Christian non-Aryan.

ETHICS The bootleggers have warned all customers that deliv- 

ery can only be guaranteed up until December 5. They 
say they will lose their social prestige on about that date. In- 
stead of being respectable men of commerce, they will become de- 
spised smugglers. ; 

That would not hurt them so’ much, but they swear that the 
minions of the law cannot promise them immunity any more.

YAWNS Current disclosures before the senate banking commit- 
tee are not making much of an impression on the inside. 

The data indicate little has occurred in Wall Street within the 
last four years that is worth investigating. Evils date back to the 
decade of the terrible twenties, Legislation to curb the worst of 
them has already been passed. Security affiliates are to be ahbol- 
ished under the Glass bill within a year and a half. The truth- 
in-securities bill should prevent flotation of wildcat stocks and 
bonds. 

The coming legislation will be devoted firgely to correcting de- 
tails. One of those is the system under which traders escape sur- 
taxes by incorporating themselves. 

The investigators will unquestionably recommend a change in 
law so that only corporations doing a legitimate commercial busi- 
ness can escape the high surtax rates’ by paying the relatively 
smaller corporation tax.

Whether any government is a Nero or a Santa Claus depends largely 
on the words used to describe its activities. 

Suppose a number of farmers, unable to prosper as independent 
growers, form a co-operative association and employ a manager to han- 
die their affairs. 

This manager visits brokerage houses in advance of the planting sea- 
son, drives the best bargain he can, and then says to the farmers: “ 


a specified price. On the basis of previous production records, it will 
be necessary for each of you to plant 20 acres in spinach, 40 in potatoes 
and 30 in sweet corn.” 

As you See, this manager tells the farmers what to plant. Is he there- 
fore a tyrant, destroying their liberty, or is he a capable hired servant 
doing the will of his employers? 

People forget that their government, whether it does well or ill, is 
their servant. It faithfully endeavors to do their will.

A nation of free people is a vast co-operative organization and the 
government is a hired manager.

* he Georgia public service commis- 
sion Wednesday refused to pass on 
rates of the Georgia Power Company 
on the basis of evidence in former 
hearings, and allowed the company 
until November 20 to prepare a new 
case in support of its tariffs. 

John T. Goree, assistant attorney- 
general and counsel for the commis- 
sion, expressed surprise that some at 
least of the information requested of 
the company was not available for 
immediate discussion, but acquiesced 
in the recess, saying be did not wish 
to work a hardship on the power 
company by insisting ‘on immediate 
delivery. 

Walter Colquitt, chief of power 
company counsel, said the company 
had employed extra clerical assistance 
to compile the requested exhibits and 
was making every effort to expedite 
the matter. 

“T feel stre that a considerable 
portion of the information requested 
of the power company already exists 
in usable form in its files,” Goree said 
after the recess had been taken, “and 
I am somewhat surprised that it was 
not produced so we could go ahead 
and save time discussing those aspects 
of the case while the other matter 
was in process of preparation. 

Will Not “Press Unduly.” 

“However, I am not disposed to 
press unduly for speedy delivery, and 
it may be that we will actually save 
time by having enough information at 
hand when we do resume to keep go- 
ing without further interruption. I 


hope so. 

“It seemed to me that the rule 
nisi, putting the company on notice 
some months ago to justify its rates 
in this hearing, was sufficient notice 
that. the facts neeessary to determine 
the justice of those rates would pe 
required, so that they could be ready.

BERLIN, Nov. 8.—()—Ameri- 
cans are in error, insists German 
Sr ge Minister Paul Joseph 
Goebbels, if they think “we want 
to make America nazi.”

Under the first plan suggested, the 
jail would be completely renovated 
and a new roof supplied, the improve- 
ments to call for the expenditure of 
$155,000. Another set of plans calls 
for renovating and the addition of two 
stories, the architects expressing the 
opinion that the-walls and founda- 
tions of the present building are sound 
and would support the planned addi- 
tions. Under this proposed plan, 
which, it is estimated, would cost 
$225,000, it will be necessary for the 
county to appropriate $50,000 itself, 
in addition to the 30 per cent govern- 
ment grant which is contemplated in 
all three proposals. 

The third proposal, if adopted, 
would modernize the Fulton county 
jail in all respects, and according to 
the architects submitting the plans, 
will provide accommodation for 800 
prisoners instead of the present ¢a- 
pacity of 400. 

An expenditure of $600,000 is con- 
templated in this proposal, and financ- 
ing of the proposed construction in- 
cludes a plan by which the county 
would sell to the federal government 
the jail and contiguous property now 
owned by the county, with option to 
repurchase. 


Complete modernization of the en-|: 


tire jail is incorporated in the third 
plan, which calls for the addition of 
two extra stories, removal of the 
kitchen from the fifth floor to the 
basement, improvement in receiving 
rooms and the establishment of a sep- 
arate. cell block of 32 cells, to consti- 
tute a “murderers’ row.” 

All three plans are to be carried 
through with the aid of the govern- 
ment public works department funds, 
the county to put up highway cer- 
tificates as security.

federal relief administration laws. It

Atlanta retail] coal dealers receive 
only 37 per cent of the retail price of 
coal, instead of the high percentage 
reported by the consumers’ advisory 
‘board in a dispatch Tuesday, C. R. 
Collins, secretary of the Atlanta Coal 
Merchants’ Credit Association, said 


Wednesday in a statement. 
Mr. Collins said: 


“The consumers’ board

stated in a dispatch Tuesday that on 


bituminous coal going to the domestic 
consumer the mine receives 20 per 
cent, the railroads 80 per cent of the 
price and then the dealer charged 
twice that. combined amount. 

“Atlanta retail coal dealers take ex- 
ception as it affects Atlanta because 
here with the prevailing average price 
of $7 a ton for the better grades of 
Kentucky: lump coal, the mine re- 
ceives per cent of the retail price. 
the railroad 33 per cent and the retail 
coal dealer gets 37 per cent of the re- 
tail price. Thus of the 37 per cent 
received by the dealer, practically the 
entire amount goes back into the local 
trade channels for the betterment of 
the community, because this margin 
leaves the retailer here with prac- 
tically no net profit.” 

Mr. Collins said that all dealer 
members of his association were .oper- 
ating now under the NRA and as a 
consequence wages had doubled and 
other general expenses of operation 
had materially increased. “Yet our re- 
tail price has not been hiked to any 
degree,” he said.

* LEAVES ARE LEAVING. 
Whoever calls the current season 
melancholy—I am not referring to 


the familiar m, but to a letter that 
I got the other day—has, I am_,sure, 
failed utterly in his duty of looking 
out the best window in his house six 
times each day. Almost hourly changes 
can be noted in the foliage of our 
trees now. The xanthine hickories, 
pure golden spires that shower the 
unwary with nuts, are at the very 
best now, it seems to me. I imagine 
that they were a bit late getting their 
costume changed this fall. I have 
never kept dates on the first of any- 
thing in any season, so I won't try 
to say definitely. 

Maples, of course, which go through 
such an amazing evolution of color 
and beauty before they finally settle 
to oblivion earthward, have led the 
procession of color this season. There 
have been fiery red ones, and others 
so perfectly a monochrome yellow that 
the sheer lack of contrast or tone was 
really painful to the eyes. Some, rarer 
than others of these types just named, 
give us a blending of colors’ into 
oranges, reds, yellows, bronzes and 
browns. They are the prizes of the 
season. 


Outside my bedroom window there 
is a black gum that has been red 
longer and has held its leaves longer 
than any tree I have noticed. It is 
one of the first sights that I see each 


morning. Sumac is unbelievable now. 


When winter comes it will be a mem- 
ory of a realistic nature. 

Why do leaves fall? . 

Why do ot change color? 

They fall, I have been told, because 
they offer too great a surface for 
evaporation of water. They are too 
apt to be frozen and to damage .the 
tree itself thereby, so each fall the 
joint at the petiole of each leaf closes 
away from the leaf. The “circulation” 
being thus cut off, the leaf can no 
longer manufacture or maintain 
chlorophyll, and therefore its break- 
ing down chemically follows immedi- 
ately. Its decomposition products make 


the pigments that startle our eyes in

the NRA codes and agreements and

Warning that labor intends to force 
compliance with NRA provisions and 
agreements, George F. Haney, secre- 
tary of the federation, invited all un- 
ion workers to report chiseling to 
their unions. He promised that em- 
ployers will be forced to abide’ by 
Blue Eagle regulations. Charges that 
many business concerns are cutting 
wages and salaries and that “a great 
number are chiseling’” were made by 
delegate on the floor.

Culbertson 
on Contract 
Applying the Law of 
Symmetry 


BY ELY CULBERTSON 
World’s Champion Player and 
Greatest Card Analyst.

No mathematical point in all card 
playing is quite so difficult to settle 
as the question of whether or not to 
finesse for an outstanding queen 
when holding nine cards of a certain 
suit headed 3 the A-K-J. Too few 
players have learned to use the law 
of symmetry for their guidance, al- 
though their choice of plays often de- 
termines the success or failure of 
their contract. 

The principle of the law of sym- 
metry is very simple. It was origi- 
nal with me, and I have long recom- 
mended it highly to all bridge players 
because I know how valuable it has 
been to me, and thus can be to them. 
The player must simply remember 
that whatever the pattern of any 
hand of 13 cards dealt, there will 
probably be a suit pattern which con- 
forms to it. Thus, if a player's hand 
is divided §-4-3-1, the distribution of 
some suit in the four hands will prob- 
ably be 5-4-3-1 also. is varies, of 
coursé, but usually only to the ex- 
tent of one card, That is, the equiva- 
lent suit may be divided 5-4-2-2. ~ 

The hand which I discuss below 
is a very fine example of the appli- 
cation of the law of symmetry in act- 
ual play. Each of the four hands 
has a definite pattern, of course, and 
each of the four suits is of the exact 
pattern of one of those hands. By 
realizing that this was probable, a 
clever player made a small slam, vul- 
nerable, and gained 1,730 points for 
his team.

West won the first trick with the 
king of hearts, and then led a small 
club, which South took in his own 
hand with the queen. After playing 
the ace of spades, South stopped to 
determine his proper play on the next 
round of spades. This play was all- 
important because he could not af- 
ford to lose another trick. In this 
situation the law of symmetry came 
to his aid. 

The dummy hand was distributed 
6-8-3-1. That meant that very like- 
ly one of the suits was distributed in 
the same way. It seemed unlikely to 
South that it could be the heart suit, 
since West, with a six-card heart suit 
headed by the A-K, probably would 
have overcalled the opening one-spade 
bid. Of course, the law of symmetry 
is not 100 per cent accurate, and the 
club suit might represent the varia- 
tion, but the spade suit was unac- 
counted for, and South considered his 
best chance to lie in the possibility 
that the spades conformed in pattern 
to the dummy hand. 

South therefore led a diamond to 
dummy’s king, led a small spade from 
dummy, and finessed the 10. This 
enabled him to draw trumps without 
the loss of a trick, and discard his 
othér losers on dummy’s set-up club 
suit, making six.

Projects planned and proposed dur- 
ing the month were listed at a total 
cost of $113,906,000. 

The publication said that due to 


i favorable weather conditions permit- 


ting year-round building activities 
with a minimum of delay due to un- 
favorable conditions, “construction 
will apparently go forward in volume 
in the tefritory from Maryland to 
Texas.” 

New industrial and allied projects 
in the south for which contracts were 
awarded in 10 months this year were 
reported as representing an _ invest- 
ment of more than $65,000,000. 

Two of the outstanding manufac- 
turing projects were listed as a 
$7,000,000 plant of the Southern 
Alkali Corporation at Corpus Christi, 
Texas, and the $3,000, bromine 
plant of the Ethyl-Dow Corporation 
near Wilmington, N. C. “Millions of 
dollars are being invested in new and 
modernized brewing and _ distilling 
plants in many -parts of the south, 
with a noticeable concentration of the 
industry in St, Louis, Louisville and 
Baltimore,” the Record said. Ice and 
refrigerating machinery makers, m»- 
‘tor vehicles, and other equipment 
manufacturers were reported to have 
shared in the increased business iu 
this line.

US INGREASES AMOUNT 
OF LOANS TO FARMERS 


a 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—(A@)— 
Government loans to farmers and 
their organizations aggregated $84,- 
54533 during October, an increase 
of $22,000,000 over those handled 
during September by the farm credit 
administration. 

The F. C. A. reported today that 
October’s advances brought to $1,870,- 
444,217 the total of outstanding loans 
of its banks, corporations and offices 
established to help the farmer. Loans 
through the 12 federal land banks ag- 
gregated $29,545.870 during October, 
compared with $13,067,652 in Septem- 
ber. 

Meanwhile the administration an- 
nounced that 13-year, 5 per cent in- 
terest loans will become available to 
properties which previously had not 
qualified for loans either as farms or 
residences. 

These loans will be made from the 
land bank commissioners’ funds of 
$200,000,000. 

The new regulation provides: 

“If the land has agricultural value 
and the owner would be able to sup- 
port his family and pay installments 


in normal times, although part of his 


income would be obtained from work 
outside of his farm property, ... such 
loans may be made within 75 per cent 
of the normal agrit¢ultural value of 
the farm property if the individual is 
honestly striving to hold his property 
and could do so, meeting taxes and 
installments under normal conditions.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—(/)— 
Senate investigators disclosed today 
that evidence of a syndicate stock op- 
eration participated in by Alfred E. 
Smith and a group of associates in 


1929 had been submitted by the Chase 
National bank. 

Details of the operations were not 
included, but Smith, in New York, 
said in a statement that the syndicate 
was composed only of directors of the 
County Trust Company, of which he 
is: chairman of the board, and that it 
borrowed money simply “to buy the 
stock of our own trust company.” 

He denied any implication that the 
money was borrowed “to gamble in 
the stock market,” and said the loan 
had been repaid in full. He further 
asserted that neither he nor his asso- 
ciates had known that the Chase Na- 
tional participated. 

The evidence obtained by the inves- 
tigators will not be placed in the rec- 
ords for several days, as the commit- 
tee plans to make an inquiry tomor- 
row into a $35,000,000 underwriting: 
pool in the stock of the Sinclair Con- 
solidated Oil Company. ” 
Subpoenas have been issued for 
Harry F. Sinclair, millionaire oil op- 
erator, and Arthur Cutten, commodity 
trader, key figures in the pool which 
also was participated in by Albert 
H. Wiggin, then chairman of the 
Chase National. 

Smith said that in 1929 it was feit 
desirable to have a group of bank di- 
rectors acquire shares in the County 
Trust Company. He denied that the 
syndicate traded in the stock “in any 
way, shape or form.” 

Smith added the loan was made by 
the Bankers’ Trust Company and that 
only today had he discovered that the 
Bankers’ Trust issued a participation 
in the loan to the Chase National. 
He said he still had the stock he 
bought and “I believe that the rest of 
the members of the syndicate,’ who are 
all directors of the trust company, 
are in the same position.”
